PITTSBURGH, May 18. 
—Some 450,000 Pittsburgh district 
residents were left stranded by a 
walkout of 750 bus drivers early 
today. 
The strike came after efforts to 
mediate the wage dispute between 
the AFL Amalgamated Street Elec­ 
tric Railway and Motor Coach Em 
ployes and five bus companies 
failed. 
The struck lines are: 
Brentwood 
Motor Coach 
Co 
Oriole Bus Co., DeBold Bus Co., 
West Side Bus Co. and the Penn 
Transit Co. 
A last minute agreement with 
a sixth firm, Bamford Brothers 
Bus Lines, postponed the strike .at 
the company and continued nego­ 
tiations for at t least another day. 
Federal Conciliator Charles R. 
Ward said that neither manage­ 
ment nor the union would budge 
on the wage issue. 
The union 
said the lowest increase it would 
consider is 10 cents an hour. But 
management refused adamantly to 
consider any wage boost. 
Another bus line, the Harmony 
Bus Co., which serves 150,000 com­ 
muters in the Allegheny valley 
area, has been strikebound since 
May 2. 
The Harmony wage dis­ 
pute also involves wage demands. 
The strike today will virtually 
paralyze motor transportation in 
the Pittsburgh area. 
The union 
contracts expired May 1.

Report 16 Dead 
In Plane Crash 
In The Azores 


Eleven Crewmen 
And Fine Military 
Passengers Victims

B-29 Super Fortress crashed at 
Lagens airfield in the Azores, 
killing 11 crewmen and five 
military passengers. 
The plane developed engine 
trouble on a flight from Ber­ 
muda to England. 


SHREVEPORT, La., May *8- 
flNS)—Barksdale airforce base at 
Shreveport today announced that 
an airforce B-29 was reported to 
have crashed in the Azores, killing 
11 crewmen and five military pas­ 
sengers. 
Public Information Officer Sal 
vadore Pelle said a report from 
Lagens air force base in the Azores 
indicated that the plane developed 
engine trouble on a Bermuda-to- 
England flight and was attempting 
an 
emergency 
landing 
in 
the 
Azores when it crashed. 
Pelle said the crash occurred at 
7:59 p. m. <CST) last night. 
Crashed Into Cemetery 
(At Lagens airfield in the Azores, 
an American official said the plane 
landed with one engine out, veered 
off the runway and crashed into 
a “cemetery” of discarded planes 
at the e4ge of the field. 
(The craft turned over on its 
nose and caught fire. 
Bodies of 
the dead were strewn over the 
field). 
The plane was one of the 301st 
Bomb Wing, which is being moved 
from Barksdale to England for rou­ 
tine training service. 
Pelle said Col. Thomas L. Steed, 
Barksdale base commander, is en 
route by air to England but defi-i 
nitely was not aboard the crashed 
B-29. *

United States credit of 125 million 
dollars to Argentina is expected 
to be followed by a new treaty of 
friendship, commerce and naviga­ 
tion between the two nations. 
The loan, long anticipated, was 
announced by the export-import 
bank 
It was not made directly to 
the government. 
Instead the bulk of the credit 
was 
made 
to 
Argentine 
banks 
which will repay defaulted dollar 
loans from U. S. financial institu 
tions. 
These loans total 105 mil 
lions. 
The remainder will be used 
partly to finance the purchase of 
farm machinery to improve the na- 
tino’s agricultural program. 
Thus far there has been no im­ 
mediate indication of what the U. 
S. might gain by the new transac­ 
tion, but it was understood that 
the new treaty will soon be uigned. 
This treaty, modernizing inter­ 
national relations, will follow the 
lipes of those signed with Italy 
and Uruguay.

The action was a duplicate of 
a n o t h e r Communist-dominated, 
country. Czechoslovakia, which re 
cently forced an estimated two-' 
thirds of the U. S. diplomatic and 
Consular staff to leave because of 
similar “spying”. 
The United States retaliated by 
forcing 
a 
similar reduction 
in 
Czechoslovakia personnel in the 
Washington legation and closing 
the country’s Consulates in Cleve­ 
land and Pittsburgh. 
The 
Romanian 
official 
news 
agency said that the government 
was requesting the cut because 
the U. S. ignored its repeated pro 
tests “that espionage was conduc­ 
ted by certain members of the 
legation.” 
The Romanian action seems to 
be part of a Communist pattern 
aimed at freezing out western in­ 
fluence in eastern Europe.

ATOMIC ALLIES 
Whether the United States, Great Britain and Canada 
finally decide on the free interchange of vital atomic sec­ 
rets will depend largely on the outcome of two errands of 
diplomacy this month: 
These are the trip by United Nations Secretary’ Gen­ 
eral Trygve Lie to the Kremlin in the interests of a new 
East-West understanding, and the Big Three foreign min­ 
isters’ meeting in Ixmdon. 
If either of the two meetings wind up with any suc­ 
cess toward a settlement of the cold war issues, there 
will be little chance that the United States will want to 
relax its rigid Atomic Energy Law so it can pass around 
its fission secrets. 
On the other hand, the hotter the cold war gets, the 
better are the chances that the United States, Britain 
and Canada may decide an information pool is utterly 
necessary to their common defense. 
Should the secrets trade hands, the United States 
would get from Britain knowledge on new processes 
which simplify the tricky detonation of the A-bombs. 
From Canada it would get priceless fruits of research on 
development of atomic energy through the “ heavy water” 
process. 
This country, in turn, would give its partners equally 
valuable data on peacetime uses of fission-energy. 


ANOTHER COMPLAINT 
We have noted in recent weeks how the oil and coal 
industries, the pottery, the watch, jewelry, men’s hats 
and other interests including the canned fisheries, have 
started complaining about unfair competition from 
abroad, much of it being the product of slave labor, even 
more devastating that the peon and peasant labor of the 
days before the war.

Aftermath Of Chicago Show 
CHICAGO, May 17— You gather from a certain amount of activity 
that has just gone on here that an election is coming up fairly soon. 
But whether the big show was primarily concerned with a Congres­ 
sional contest in the fall or a third term for President Truman in ’52 
is a question, now that the souvenir vendors have packed up their 
wares and the crowd has melted away. 
There is at least one individual who is vitally interested. Senator 
Scott Lucas of this state is faced with a tough fight to retain hit 
seat and his place as Majority Leader in the Senate 
The Republican challenger is Everett Dirksen, a former Congress­ 
man with a warm, likeable personality and a friendly touch with 
crowds, not unlike that of Truman himself. 
For many months Dirksen 
has been going up and down the length and breadth of Illinois talking 
to big crowds and little crowds on every possible occasion. 
Lucas Reported In Trouble 
Word was sent back to Lucas that he was in trouble, which may 
be one reason for the timing of the spectacle here. 
Lucas' position is 
believed to be stronger today than it was a month ago. 
And he is 
feeling more cheerful as a result of the promises and the praise, in­ 
cluding Truman’s blessing in his windup speech for the “excellent 
manner” in which Lucas has measured up to the "difficult task” of 
Majority Leader. 
There are Fair Dealers in the Senate who would not agree with 
that praise. 
They have often in recent weeks grumbled at what they 
insist is Lucas' failure to go on the offensive and hit back at Republican 
attackers. 
They complain that they are held back and discouraged 
when they want to carry the fight to the enemy. 
Lucas is not the crusading type. 
He inclines in general to the 
conservative point of view. 
And this is HIS election year. As he told 
a session of national committeemen and democratic officials: 
Going To Set The Issues 
“The national committee is not going to tell me what the issues 
are in this state. 
I’m going to set the issues myself.” 
He went on to make clear that one issue he would shun with 
determination and persistence was the Brannan farm plan. 
The Farm 
Bureau Fed-eration has nearly 150,000 members in this state and the 
federation, through its president. Allan Kline, has declared war to the 
death on the plan that President Truman several times plugged in the 
course of his Western swing. 
In the scales in which victory is weighed, organization would in 
this state seem to press at least as hard as issues. Jacob M. Arvey, Chi­ 
cago's Democratic boss, is generally conceded to have a firm grip on 
the wards that produce the big mass vote. 
Some even go so far as 
to say that through a kind of holding company operation, Arvey con­ 
trols the Republicans as well as the Democratc organization in these 
wards. 
And that might mean some kind of “deal" in the fall which 
would upset Dirksen’s bravest hopes. 
Dirksen Is Hsndicapped 
Certainly, on the organization side Dirksen is handicapped. Former 
Governor Dwight Green, discredited, defeated by a majority that aston- 
shed practcally everybody, including his opponent. Adla'i Stevenson, 
left behind a lot of wreckage. 
What remains of the party organization is torn by conflicts. The 
results of the debacle of 1948 are still apparent. 
So Dirksen has 
pretty much singlehandedly been doing the job. 
The main issue he has chosen to fight on is a return to isolation, 
with communism in government as a sideshow. 
Dirksen tells his audi­ 
ences that he believed at one time in the Marshall Plan and European 
co-operation but he decided tfiat it was Operation Rathole—simplv 
a * a*te 
th* taxpayers’ money. 
We’ve got. he says, to take Europe 
off the dole. 
Took Exactly Opposite Line 
During his tour the President took exactly the opposite line 
At almost every stop he told the crowds that America had to help 
sustain the free nations in order to insure peace in the world

NEW YORK. May 18.—(INS)— 
The American Academy of Po 
litical and Social Science says that 
gambling siphons 13 billion dol­ 
lars a year from the American 
“sucker public.” and warns against 
legalizing gambling. 
The academy in a report char­ 
acterized 
gambling as "a dirty 
business” with such affiliations to 
organize crime that it “cannot be 
kept legitimate.” 
The report charged that big- 
time gambling could not operate 
without political or police protec­ 
tion and added that “protection is 
bought either directly from the 
police or indirectly througn con­ 
tributions to political leaders or 
the political party in power.” 
The academy urged the elimina­ 
tion oi wire services to bookies 
and contended that this would re­ 
duce bookmaking from a “major 
national racket to a petty local 
nuisance.” 
Eight billion dollars in off-track 
betting on horses; at least one bil­ 
lion dollars on slot machines; a 
conservative three billion dollars 
in the numbers racket, and an­ 
other one billion dollars in sports 
bets.

In 722 B. C.. the kingdom of 
Sainarta was conquered by the As­ 
syrians. It may be that not ail the 
inhabitants were carried away cap­ 
tive, but the ten “lost tribes” van­ 
ished from history. 
Extermination 
threatened also 
the two tribes of the southern 
kingdom. 
In this unhappy period 
Micah. the Morasthite, arose and 
prophesied. 
He told his people 
that God 
would surely punish 
them for their many sins, but that 
there was a chance for them if 
they would renounce their evil 
ways and turn again to Jehovah. 
Micah had a vision of a world 
without wars (about 725 B. C.>, 
when the condition of his world

was even more precarious - than 
ours is today. His hope must have 
seemed very wild and improbable 
to the people living in that dan­ 
gerous era. 
Like Hosea. Micah pointed out 
the many sins of his generation 
“They covet fields, and seize them; 
and houses, and take them away; 
and they oppress a man and his 
house, even a man and his heri­ 
tage.” 
We of this age can appreciate 
that accusation. 
We know that in 
the past few’ years, especially dur­ 
ing the second great world war, 
millions of innocent people were 
dispossessed of their homes and 
driven into strange countries, or 
left to wander about their home­ 
lands to suffer hunger, lack of 
proper 
clothing, 
knowing 
not 
where they might lay their heads 
Children usually wake up early 
in the morning. 
They may even 
plan some mischief that they carry 
out when they get up. 
That mis­ 
chief never brings them happiness 
any more than ill-gotten riches 
make an adult happy. 
In ancient times the loss of an­ 
cestral lands was more deeply felt 
than is often the case today, al 
though there are many now who, 
after many generations, still cling 
to the land that their fathers set­ 
tled years ago and which they 
deeply love and would be greatly 
grieved to lose. 
The Mosaic law tried to safe 
guard ancestral lands for their 
original owners. 
Micah spoke as 
one of the people when he told of 
the oppression home owners ./ere 
subject to when evil men in power 
planned to take their lands from 
them. 
Micah had his say about the 
prophets or religious leaders of 
Israel w’ho misled the people, lied 
to them, were spiritually blind. 
Then there were also seers (sup­ 
posedly wise men) and "diviners”, 
who were supposed to foretell 
what was in store for their peo­ 
ple, but received, says Micah, “no 
answer of God”. 
Micah 
himself 
w’as 
“full 
of 
power by the Spirit of Jehovoh, 
and of judgment, and of might, 
to declare unto Jacob his trans­ 
gression, nad ot Israel his sin.” 
He knew’ that Jehovah had called 
him to do this work of warning 
and attempted redemption to men. 
What does the Lord ask of His 
people on earth? 
Micah asks the 
question and answers it; 
"Wherewith shall I come 1 e- 
fore Jehovah, and bow myself be­ 
fore the high God? shall I come 
before Him with burnt offerings, 
with calves a year old? 
“Will Jehovah be pleased with 
thousands of rams, or with tens of 
thousands of rivers of oil? 
Shall 
I give my first-born for my trans­ 
gression, the fruit of my body for 
the sin of my soul? 
“He hath showed thee, O man, 
what is good; and what doth Je­ 
hovah require of thee, but to do 
justly, and to love kindness, and 
to walk humbly with thy God.” 
It seems /ery simple, does it 
not. for all of us to obey this com­ 
mand? Centuries have passed since 
Micah preached this doctrine to 
his people, and still, men lie, covet 
their 
neighbors’ 
lands, 
deceive 
others, kill and maim, and do all 
manner of evil. 
All know better—all can under­ 
stand God’s requirements to earn 
His approbation, from the least 
to the greatest. 
We can at least 
try, as parents, teachers, men in 
public office, from humble posts 
of trust to the greatest, to follow 
His commands and teach them to 
the young.

trip into the heavens over the 
South Pacific. 
The rocket, fired by the guided 
missile ship U.S.S. Norton Sound 
was the first American-made space 
vehicle to approach or exceed the 
perform ance charactreistics of the 
war-made German V-2 rockets.

750-pound 
payload 
to 
approxi­ 
mately 
one-fourth 
the 
altitude 
and at one-fifth the speed that 
would be necessary to create a 
man-made 
satellite — a

moon that would revolve indefi­ 
nitely around the earth.

’he Norton Sound launched the 
ket for upper atmosphere re­ 
search at a point on the equator 
n e a r Christm as Island date Thurs­ 
day night. The ship is now pro­

From the Norton Sound’s meager 
radio reports and the known power 
of the mighty Viking, the follow­ 
ing conclusions could be drawn.

Jap Eye Surgeon 
Wants A 'Bank' 


TOKYO—(INS) — A Japanese 
eye surgeon, who has succeeded in 
restoring the sight of 97 among 
the 164 blind persons he operated 
on wants to create an "eye bank” 
to make his work easier. 
Dr. Yasushi Nakamura, profes­ 
sor at the Nippon Medical Univer­ 
sity in Tokyo, has been grafting 
healthy corneas obtained from eye­ 
balls of the dead to replace cloud­ 
ed corneas that impair sigty. The 
cornea is the transparent part of 
the coat of the eyeball covering 
iris and pupil. 
He explains that the success of 
his operation depends very often 
on how ‘fresh the healthy eyeballs 
he requires are. He said: 
“The main difficulty is to obtain 
eyes from people who have been 
dead only two to three days." 
That is why Dr. Nakamura wants 
to establish an “eye bank” pattern­ 
ed after the blood banks now*in 
oommon use for transfusions. The 
banks would be supplied by per­ 
sons with healthy eyes who would 
bequeath them to the institution 
when they die.

GREEN GRASS 
Late last summer our lawn de­ 
veloped several extensive unsight 
1? brown oatches upon which the 
etarlings spent interminable pe- 
r*' 
poking for food. Lifting the 
dead 'jd from a corner of one of 
the patches disclosed what I had 
suspected, a heavy infestation of 
the Japanese bettle grubs. 
The 
voracious insects destroy the grass 
by feeding on its rots. 
Of 
course, 
there 
are 
other 
causes for brown spots, too. They 
include over-watering, lack of top- 
soil, to much chemical fertilizer, 
dogs, debris hu-1--* by the 
—trac 
tor, etc. 
However, the chances 
are that grubs are responsible for 
the condition. 
Lifting a bit of 
the dead turf disclose them if they 
are the culprits 
If the infestation 
is heavy, the turf may be rolled 
back like a rug. 
Obviously, grass will not thrive 
unless 
the 
pest 
is 
destroyed. 
Poisoning with lead arsenate or 
with the new chemical chlordane 
is effective. 
The lead arsenate is 
applied at the rate of one-pound 
for each one-hundred square feet 
of surface. 
A lawn 100x20 feet 
weftiId require twenty pounds of 
the poison. 
Since the lead arsenate is very 
palpable, it must be mixed with a 
suitable vehicle to facilitate its 
application. 
Ten pounds of the 
powder thoroughly mixed with one 
bushel of dry sand is about right. 
Sprinkle by hand or with an appli­ 
cator, and pick out a day when the 
grass is dry. 
Applying, wet it down thorough­ 
ly with a garden hose, making 
certain that no pieces remain for 
dogs to pick up. Shortly after the 
Application, the angle worms will 
come popping up out of the gronud. 
They should be raked up with a 
leaf rake and buried elsewhere. 
Even if the robins get away with 
some of the savory worms it will 
do no harm since the quantity of 
poison which may be clinging to 
the worms is very minute. 
Con­ 
trary to what any one may tell you, 
• lawn is improved by the elimin­ 
ation of fishing worms. Those of 
you who take pride in smooth 
greensward know what ugly spots 


may result from the so-called cast­ 
ings from a worm's burrow. 
Shortly after the grubs begin 
they will soon sicken and die One 
feeding on the poisoned grass root* 
arsonate treatment is usually ef­ 
fective for eight or ten-years, and 
it controls the June beetle grub 
as well as the Japanese species 
Five percent chlordane dust may 
be used at the rate of five-pounds 
per each thousand square feet. 
Scatter eve"1« and then thoroughly 
water into the soil. 
Chlordane is 
effective for three years against 
Japanese bettle grubs only. This 
chemical is the active ingredient 
of one or two '*•*— 
roial products 
already on the market.

Since this was the first blue­ 
bird that we had actually seen in 
our backyard since 1932 we were 
more than anxious to accomodate 
it.

for it. 
Bluebirds are not at all fussy 
about a house. 
They will accept 
anv ’' !nd just so long as it is large 
enough; one 8x10 inches being 
about right.

placed up near the top. 
A stoop 
consisting of a stick projecting 
outward just below* the doorway 
is handy. 
Place the house on a 
tree trunk or pole five to ten-feet 
above the ground, and away from 
shrubbery or other growth.
